Patrick J. Tracy died at'St. "MaTyr. 


hospital at about 2^o'clock Weilncs- 
clav afternoon, of nervous complaint 
aged 47 years. Deceased was born and 
reared in Xew York state and came to 
Racine with his-mother when he was 
a small boy. l!y trade he. was a ma- 
chinist and for many years was em- 
ployed at the J. I. Case T. il. Co. He 
was possessed of a- remarkably bright 
mind and his abilities were noticed by 
many of the leading mechanics of the 
e&untrv. As an electrician he was a 
marvel and invented many valuable 
devices when electricity was iu its in- 
fancy. ITe became connected with the 
Racine Fire department in its early 
history and was engineer of the first 
fire steamers brought here. On ac- 
count of failing health he was obliged 
to ret.ire. During his leisure moments 
he invented an electric light switch 
board which to-day has a prominent 
place in tho electrical world. He then 
invented the Phoenix oil filter .which 
is considered the best of its kind for 
saving oil now in use. Other patents 
were invented and when'he died he 
was working on many, which if com- 
pleted wotild'have attracted attention^ 
At one time there was not a -better 
known or more popular, mart in thi^ 
Northwest than was Mr. Tracy. I'oi1 
many years he has been virtually a 
physical- wreck, bodily, but retained 
his bright, and active mental .faculties 
until the last. Although-he was not. 
a member of the llacine Firentons Re- 
lief Ass'n. that body will no.iloubt at- 
tend his funeral in a body.. His.moth- 
er died a. fuw years ago and-only'an 
aunt and cousins survive liim.
